Reason, illumined by the light of Christ's teaching, 
should bring all ie a to unity as the Savior, going to 


his passion for beclouded mankind's sins, supplicated 
in his high-priest’s prayer: That they all may be one; 
as thou, Father, art in me, and I in thee, that they also 
may be one in us (17:21). 


An illumined mind leads us to this unity; toward it 
must strive, because in it is our salvation. But a yearn- 
ing for unity is not to be found among us. On the 
contrary we seek out all possible reasons for disunity. 
Instead of loving people,—our brethren in Christ, we 
probe for their faults as a pretext to further remove 
ourselves from them; we perceive not only the beam 

the failings in our neighbors, but detect even the in- 
significant mote—their defects, and do not wish to 
forgive anyone anything, but only to justify ourselves 
in all things. 

All of this testifies that our reason remains in dark- 
ness; that the light of Christ's teaching has not penet- 
rated through the massive gloom of our souls; that we 
do not heed how perilously we walk, not as the sensible, 
but as the senseless... 

Remembering now the Incarnation of Christ the 
Savior, which brought to humankind the light of know! 
edge, we will, with contrite heart and humble spirit, 
fervently entreat of Him to be merciful to us sinners; 
that He illumine us; that He enflame our hearts and 
minds, not only to understanding, but to reception of 
His hallowed doctrine that we may be fused into one 
with Him as He is One with the Heavenly Father!

nHAPPINESS" 


A Sermon preached in the Church of the Resurrection 
in Moscow 


A few weeks before the Feast of the Nativity of 
Christ, Holy Church reminds us of the forthcoming 
Holyday with these words of her hymn: “Christ is 
born—glorify Him.” These words fill the hearts of 
the faithful with spiritual delight. This is readily under- 
standable. There is not, and cannot be anyone, higher, 
or more precious, or nearer to the hearts of the faithful 
than He, Whose birth we are about to celebrate. Be- 
cause to Him are directed all our highest hopes, aspira- 
tions, and longings of our believing spirit; in Him we 
confide all of our most secret desires. 

What does the human heart desire? It desires much. 
First of all, that man should never die, that that life, 
which makes possible his thoughts, his will, his emo- 
tions, should never cease. Most of all, the human heart 
seeks that which is beyond the threshold of earthly life, 
that after a life steeped in tears, burdened with count- 
less afflictions and sorrows, there should be an eternal 
abode where the soul may enjoy eternal happiness and 
undisturbed peace. Our heart aspires to be delivered 
from those sufferings which inevitably accompany the 
earthly life of every man, and if it should be found 
impossible to find deliverance from sufferings, man 
pleads to have them alleviated, he seeks to find in 
himself such power, which could give him the strength 
to withstand these sufferings that might overcome 
him. When man’s conscience accuses him of his sins 
and transgressions, and his heart cries out with tears 
of repentance, man hungers for forgiveness and solace. 

And thus all that the heart of man desires, needs, 
and seeks, is received in a complete and perfect measure 
from Him, Whose Nativity the Church calls us to 
celebrate. The heart makes an attempt to reach hap- 
piness and finds it in the Lord Jesus Christ. 

Being born on earth, Christ reminded people that 
there is no death for the human soul and He preached 
that in the life of the world to come, all those who are 
found worthy will be given eternal happiness and bliss. 
He came to inspire in man the power to live and with- 
stand all earthly tribulations, infirmities, and sufferings. 
The person who belives in Him, according to St. John 
Chrysostom: ‘‘stands upon the stone-rock and no 
storms, no waves, will wash him away from this rock.” 
He appeared on earth in order to grant to the hearts of 
 sengeg sinners, forgiveness, in the name of His sac- 
rifice on Golgotha; in order that to put His loving and 
fatherly hand upon the human heart, lamenting for its 
sins, and say to man His Divine Words: “Thy sins are 
forgiven thee.” And it is He alone, the all-powerful, 
all-merciful One who can give this forgiveness to sin- 
ners. That is why we put all our desires and hopes at 
His feet. 

Man can get used to everything; he can get used to 
live in any climate—in the coldest or in the most torrid; 
he can train himself, if necessary, to live in half star- 


vation for months and perhaps years; he can remain 
unclothed in the most frigid weather and yet remain 
unharmed; man can get accustomed to any kind of 
work, which may at first seem to him impossible of 
being performed. 

But to one thing man can never accustom himself— 
and that is to live without love; the love with which 
he never feels alone in this world. Lost in the masses 
of people, or rejected or misunderstood by them, when 
man has no one with whom to share his sorrows, and 
there is no one to whom he may confide his thoughts, 
aspirations, and cates, the heart of man seeks and 
thirsts for affection and love; man wants to warm his 
heart with the warmth of this love. 

But does such a love always accompany man’s life 
on earth? Is it possible for an ordinary human being to 
find such perfect love? Yes, for man has, in the person 
of his God and Heavenly Father, One in Whom he 
believes is an inexhaustible and everlasting source of 
love. 

The Word of God speaks to us: “God is Love” (1 
John 4:8). Believing hearts know of this not only be- 
cause we are so taught by Faith and Holy Scriptures. 
We know it because the Source of this Love came down 
from heaven upon our sinful earth, lived among the 
people, and by the immense condescension of His 
Divine and fatherly heart directly warmed thousands of 
human souls. He forgave the sinning woman who wept 
at his feet, He embraced little children, He lovingly 
healed the sick and wept at the graves of the dead. The 
height of his love for mankind—the contemplation of 
which makes*the hearts of men stand still—He demon- 
strated on the Cross when He allowed Himself to be 
crucified for the sake of the people and their eternal 
happiness. 

He is the Foundation of Love. He is our most hal- 
lowed hope. He is the source of our Life, in Him is 
life and death, in Him is our Today and Tomorrow, 
in Him is our never-ending future. 

How can we refrain from glorifying Him? How cau 
we refuse to celebrate the Day of His birth on earth 
with feelings’ of spiritual delight and piety? The 
Church calls us to “Glorify Him, Glorify Him!” A 
few days hence the Church will not be able to hold all 
those that will wish to participate in the Feast of the 
Nativity by glorifying the birth of Christ. The churches 
will be ablaze with innumerable lights, we shall put on 
the appropriate liturgical vestments for the Holyday, 
and altogether, as one soul, we shall sing Christmas 
hymns in praise of Him, Who this day is found lying 


‘ in a manger in Bethlehem of Judea. 


As the Church calls us to praise the new-born Lord, 
by this call she speaks to us not only of His glorifica- 
tion, but she reminds us that we must glorify our 
Heavenly Father not only in the Christmas Season, but 
every day of our earthly existence as Christians. She 
invokes in the memory of our hearts the prayer which 
we were taught by Our Lord Himself: “Hallowed be 
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thy name.” We must hallow and glorify the Name of 
Our Lord by Christian acts of love and kindness. We 
have been told: “Let your light so shine before men 
that they may see your good works and glorify your 
Father which is in heaven” (Mat. 5:16). 


The more there is goodwill among us, compassion 
among us for one another, the meeker our spirits, the 
greater will be the praise and glory to God which we 
are enjoined by Holy Church to render. Let us be true 
children of God, His faithful disciples, fulfillers of 
His Holy Commandments, so that glorifying His Holy 
Name on earth, we may be found worthy to share 
eternal glory with Him in the Life to come! Thus the 
Church speaks to us in the first words of the Christ- 
mas hymn: “Christ has come from Heaven—go to 
meet Him!” For on this day was accomplished a great 
Mystery: The Logos became incarnate and this mystery 
of the Incarnate Word transcends the limits of our 
finite minds. 


When we learn from the life of Blessed Xenia that 
she, who was of high birth and once lived in comfort 
in her youth, left her home and in the name of charity 
donned the rags of a begger and voluntarily wan- 
dered as such until the end of her days, persecuted by 
everyone, we are deeply affected by such an act of deep 
humility and self-abasement. Our soul is stirred by the 
stories of the Venerable Saint Alexis, the Man of God 
—and other Saints who voluntarily accepting poverty, 
refused all the ordinary comforts of man. But they were 
still human beings. Therefore, what feelings of piety, 
astonishment, and spiritual awe must arise .in us at the 
sight of the deep humiliation to which the Son of God 
submitted Himself in the name of love for mankind! 


Surrounded by the heavenly host of angels, receiving 
adoration from the six-winged Seraphim and the many- 
eyed Cherubim, he voluntarily leaves His Heavenly 
Glory, is born a helpless babe, lives as an unknown 
child and youth, and then in the space of three years 
of His earthly life, is subjected to lies, mockery, and 
finally bleeding and tormented is hailed upon the Cross. 


In the name of what? And why? Our Faith answers 
these questions: “For us men and for our salvation.” 
In the name of eternal happiness. In this manifestation 
of God in the flesh on the earth at the Feast of the 
Nativity, we see the abyss of His Divine Love and 
Humility. In the face of such humility; how insignifi- 
cant and unworthy does the constant bickering and 
animosity of men seem to us! 


The Church calls upon us to “welcome” the Saviour 
Who is humility itself. How are we to do this? We 
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must welcome Him in our souls, cleansed by repentance 
from all sins, and welcome Him with those gifts which 
he expects from each one of us: acts of charity. Let 
each one of us for the sake of the new-born Lord, on 
the eve-of our great Feast-day, perform at least one act 
of Christian charity—for His sake! 


“Christ is on earth—be ye lifted up” the Church 
continues to sing. And with these words she wants to 
remind us about the happiness of believing in Him 
who being born on earth and having ascended into 
Heaven, did not descrt and shall never desert this earth. 


“Christ is on earth,” He promised to be with us 
‘Even unto the consumation of the Age.’ Having con- 


cluded His earthly life, he only seemingly left us. 


The faithful of heart know well that He is always 
with us. His nearness to us, his watchful gaze is ever 
directed into the very depths of our soul—something 
the hearts of the faithful are very well aware of. And 
this Divine nearness to us, in this continuous care of 
the Father about His children is the source of profound 
and pious joy for the true Christian. 


On the eve of the Nativity of Christ, Holy Church 
calls =p us to renew this joy in ourselves; and en- 
veloped in its warmth, we are preparing ourselves with 
piety and solemnity to glorify this great day. 


The Church tells us: “Be ye lifted up!’ At all times 
the innermost thoughts of our mind and heart must be 
directed there from whence the Son of God comes to 
earth. There is our Heavenly Kingdom. It is there that 
we shall go, and it is here—in our earthly life—that we 
must prepare ourselves in order to be found worthy of 
participation in its eternal joys. 


All these Christmas exhortations: “‘Glorify,” “‘wel- 
come,” “Be ye lifted up:” call us to the feet of God, 
they remind us that there is no greater happiness upon 
earth than to believe in God, to know Him, to find 


Him in our Hearts, to live with Him, and to die with 
Him. 


On the eve of this great Feast of the Nativity of 
Christ, I would ask you all to acquire and preserve all 
the fullness of joy and happiness which our Lord gives 
us, enabling us thereby to stand firm in our faith in 
Him.*

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WHAT 


Like so many other words of the English language 
the current use of the word Catholic is used by many 
Americans to express a meaning that the original word 
did not connote at all. According to one usage of the 
word, it is used in the sense of being universal in re- 
gard to an individual’s particular taste. That is, we 
speak of a person’s “catholic” frame of mind in that 
he has a universal or broad point of view on literature, 
art, or what have you. The other sense in which the 
word Catholic is used is in connection with the Roman 
Catholic Church. Obviously, Catholic and Roman 
Catholic are not synonymous and to use them inter- 
changeably is erroneous. For Orthodox Catholics to use 
the word in this sense is a serious mistake for the Ortho- 
dox Church maintains that she, and she alone, is en- 
titled to the word Catholic. She claims to be Catholic 
in the sense that the Roman Church has distorted it to 
mean i, e. Universal, for Orthodox churches may be 
found on every continent of the globe. But usually the 
Orthodox Church uses the word Catholic to describe 
herself and herself alone in the true and original sense 
of the word (for Rome too is Catholic in the sense of 
the word given above). 

We first find the expression ‘‘Catholic Church”’ used 
in the writings of the Church Father Saint Polycarp: 
“Wherever the bishops appear, let the people be; for 


wherever Jesus Christ is, there is the Catholic Church.” . 


It is significant that Catholic was originally a Greek 
word, not Latin. In Latin, Catholic means Universa! 
and sometimes even in Russian, Catholic is translated 
as Ecumenical. But the original meaning of the word 
was not universal. St. Polycarp of Smyrna _ used 
the term Catholic as meaning Orthodox—that is in the 
strict sense of having pure doctrine or complete doctrine 
and therefore being the Catholic Church meant being 
the “complete” or “integral’’ Church. The various 
Christian sects in the time of St. Polycarp could not 
claim to be Catholic since they left out some part of 
the teaching of the Church. Thus, briefly put, the ad- 
jective Catholic can only be applied to the Christian 
Church that has kept.the whole spiritual and doctrinal 
heritage of the Apostolic and Patristic ages. This inter- 
pretation has been admitted as valid by many Roman 
Catholic scholars, the most outstanding of whom was 
undoubtedly Moehler, whose conception of the mystical 
unity of the Church was very close to that of the fam- 
ous Russian theologian Khomiakov. We next find the 
term used by St. Cyril of Alexandria in the Fourth 
Century who calls the Church Catholic because she 
exists in the whole world, because she teaches in an 
integral and complete way all the dogmas that must be 
preached to men and because she takes care of and 
heals in a Catholic and integral manner the spiritual 
ills of her flock. 

The basic idea of what constitutes Catholicity was 
first changed by St. Augustine in the fifth century who 
in fighting against the Donatist heretics called them a 
provincial sect who could not possibly be the Catholic 
Church since the heresy was confined to North Africa. 
It is necessary, therefore, to state that Catholicity has 
nothing to do with geography or statistics, for the

Catholic Church was just as much the Catholic Church 
in the first century when there were just a few Jewish 
members in Jerusalem comprising what the world would 
call a sect, and as much the Catholic Church when it 
underwent persecution in Rome and retreated to the 
Catacombs; again as much the Catholic Church in the 
hey-day of the Arian heresy when the Catholic Church 
comprised only St. Athanasius and a few of his faithful 
Orthodox flock in Alexandria; just as much the Catho- 
lic Church several centuries later when the ancient 
Patriarchal Sees of Constantinople, Rome, Alexandria, 
Jerusalem, and Antioch were in solemn and _ sacred 
communion with each other; as much the Catholic 
Church in the thirteenth century when the Catholic 
Church was comprised of four Patriarchal Sees, the 
Roman see having broken off into schism with its mil- 
lions of members; again just as much the Catholic 
Church in the twentieth century when the Catholic 
Church in Russia under the leadership of Patriarchs 
Tikhon and Sergius suffered persecution from the hands 
of unbelievers. Thus the Catholic Church cannot be 
identified ,with any particular nationality, or race, or 
country, but can only be certainly identified by the 
Catholic (ergo Orthodox) teaching of the Church. 

It should be obvious then that while Catholic is an 
inclusive term it is also an exclusive term and Orthodox 
Catholics should guard themselves against using the 
word inaccurately. When we speak of members of the 
Roman Church, we should call them Roman Catholics 
(allowing them some claim to the title Catholic accord- 
ing to their definition) but we should never refer to 
them simply as ‘Catholics "**) And when referring to 
members of the Orthodox Church, while it is correct te 
speak of “an Orthodox,” yet rightly or wrongly for 
English-speaking people the term is still primarily re- 
garded as an adjective rather than a noun. For that 
reason, it is our belief that members of the Orthodox 
Church should call themselves Orthodox Catholics, for 
that is exactly what they are. Nor can this term Ortho- 
dox Catholic be applied to members of various schisma- 
tic churches that claim to be Orthodox such as adher- 
ents of the Theophilite sect who refuse to honor the 
Holy Canons of the Orthodox Catholic Church and are 
not in communion with any Patriarchal Orthodox See. 
Contempt for the canons of the Catholic Church in- 
evitably leads to heresy as regards the authority of the 
Catholic Church which serves as a perfect basis for 
heresy regarding the true nature of the Catholic Church, 
and the necessity of being in full communion with the 
Orthodox Catholic Church. 

But calling ourselves Orthodox Catholics and practis- 
ing the Orthodox Catholic Faith are two different

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things. Furthermore we must abandon our essentially 
provincial outlook and realize that the Church of Christ 
is mot merely a Russian, Greek, or American Church 
but a Church for all people, regardless of their race or 
nationality. As defined by Khomiakov the Church is 
Catholic also “because he belongs to the whole world, 
not to any particular locality; because by Her the whole 
human race and the whole earth are sanctified, and 
not only one particular nation or country.” And as he 
states further in his correspondence with William Pal- 
mer: “The undue exaltation of any locality whatever 
is exactly the antipodes of the very idea of a Christian 


Church which claims a living communion with the past 
and the future, with the visible and invisible world.” 
If we are truly Catholic, we must be faithful to Our 
Lord’s command to go into all nations « “Baptizing 
them in the Name of the Father, and of the Son, and 
of the Holy Spirit’ (Matt. 28: 19-20). And we must 
convert all Christians who incorrectly ascribe to them- 
selves the word Catholic in order that Our Lord’s pro- 
phecy that there will be One Flock and One Shepherd 
just as now there is “One Lord, One Faith, and One 
Baptism” (Eph. 4:5) may be fulfilled.

AN APPEAL TO THE YOUTH 


OF THE RUSSIAN ORTHODOX CHURCH IN AMERICA 


Over 150 years ago the Orthodox Catholic Church 
of Russia sent missionaries to the North American Con- 
tinent to establish the Orthodox Christian Faith in the 
Western Hemisphere. Those missioners of the Russian 
Church first worked in Alaska and gradually spread 
their work down the Pacific Coast into the United States. 
With the return of Uniates in the eastern part of the 
United States to Orthodoxy the Mission grew into a dio- 
cese and then an Archdiocese of the Church of Russia. 
In 1900 Archbishop Tikhon, later Patriarch of Moscow 
and All Russia, received the title “Archbishop of the 
Aleutian Islands and North America.’’ The holder of 
that title is the canonical hierarch is communion with 
the Mother Church of Russia—today he is the Most 
Reverend Archbishop Macarius. 

After the first World War and the Revolution in 
Russia it became difficult to keep the usual normal rela- 
tions with the Church in Russia and the leaders of the 
Archdiocese here found it an opportune time to sever 
their canonical dependence upon the Mother Church. 
No child would renounce his parents because he could 
not communicate with them. But the ambitious careerist 
prelates in this country left the Mother Church in her 
time of need—left her even without moral support 
when the blood of her martyrs flowed profusely in or- 
der to preserve the same Faith she had bestowed upon 
her daughter-diocese in this country. With the excep- 
tion of these few unscrupulous leaders, the majority of 
the faithful had not the slightest wish to sever with 
the Mother Church and to become established on an 
entirely independent basis. They did not care to partici- 
pate in the unnecessary, illegal, and uncanonical sepa- 
ration of the Archdiocese in America into an independ- 
ent ecclesiastical unit outside of the “One Holy Catholic 
and Apostolic Church.” 

In 1924 in Detroit, Metropolitan Platon called a 
Church “Sobor’’ which passed resolutions whereby the 
Church in this country was to become temporarily inde- 
pendent of the Mother Church until “normal relations’ 
could be restored. The resolutions of this conference 
were subject to the approval of the Patriarch or his 


Locum Tenens and the Holy Synod. They were never 
submitted for approval or ratification and thus in the 
eyes of the Ecumenical Church these decisions have no 
validity and are unlawful and uncanonical. They served 
merely to take out of the Russian Orthodox Catholic 
Church many thousands of Christians and to make them 
into a schismatic sect. 

In 1933 this group had its chance to resume normal 
relations with the Patriarchate of Moscow for in that 
year His Beatitude Sergius delegated to this country his 
Exarch, Bishop Benjamin (later Metropolitan). It was 


at that time that the true colors of this group were . 


shown; the Separatist group refused to relinquish their 
completely independent status. They did nothing to 
bring about their return to the fold of the Mother 
Church. In the years succeeding 1933 there has been in 
this country a canonical prelate representing the Patri- 
arch but for reasons known only to themselves the lead- 
ers of the Theophilite schism have passed by all oppor- 
tunities to reunite with the Orthodox Catholic Church. 
They refuse to fulfill their promises of 1924 and thus 
have brought down deserving condemnation upon their 
heads. We might add here that since 1933 four Hier- 
archs and numerous clergymen have left this group and 
have striven to rebuild the work of the Russian Ortho- 
dox Catholic Church in America. It is significant to 
note that the uncanonical body now headed by “‘Metro- 
politan’’ Theophilus Pashkovsky has no pretense to 
utilize the historic title, ‘The Archdiocese of the Aleu- 
tian Islands and North America,” but has formed a 
new one. 

In recent years His Holiness Patriarch Alexis has 
made several attempts to end the schism. In the fall of 
1945 he delegated to this country Archbishop Alexis of 
Yaroslav and Rostov who had several talks with the 
Theophilite bishops. Nothing came of them. In No- 
vember of 1946 the so-called Cleveland Sobor was held 
at which the overwhelming majority of the schismatic 
group voted to enter into communion with the Mother 
Church. “Metropolitan” Theophilus Pashkovsky told 
this gathering that in his heart he had always wanted 
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unity with the Mother Church and relayed a telegram to 
His Holiness informing him of the decision of the con- 
vocation. A short time later “Metropolitan” Theophilus 
Pashkovsky again had a change of heart and rejected 
the decisions of the Cleveland ‘‘Sobor’’ and expressed 
violent views against the Patriarchate in the American 
Press. 


In July of 1947 His Holiness the Patriarch com- 
mandeered Metropolitan Gregory of Leningrad and 
Novgorod to this country in another effort to bring 
about peace. He was greeted by a delegation from the 
schismatic group who took him to their “pro-cathedral” 
on Second Street in New York City for a Service of 
Thanksgiving. In this delegation was “Archbishop” 
Leonty Turkevich of Chicago, who several days later in 
the Russian Press denounced Metropolitan Gregory as 
a Red agent etc., etc.... “Metropolitan” Theophilus 
consistently refused to see Metropolitan Gregory; he 
refused to answer the telegrams, appeals and personal 
letters of Metropolitan Gregory. As Metropolitan Gre- 
gory was about to depart, a delegation from the Theo- 
philite “Metropolitan Council” contacted him and held 
one talk from which nothing resulted. 


The Theophilite group has continually called the 
political situation the cause of the rift and claims that 
the Patriarchate demands subjective-loyalty to the Soviet 
Regime. That this is absolute nonsense can be seen from 
statements of the late Patriarch Sergius, the present 
Patriarch and the two delegates who visited America. 
The question of loyalty was not brought up by the two 
delegates and Metropolitan Gregory indicated that it 
would be ridiculous to assume that the demand of loy- 
alty to a secular power could be made by the Church. 

The Patriarch is prepared to grant this schismatic 
group the widest possible autonomy that could be grant- 
ed but they scorn this and propose to remain in the un- 
canonical, unnormal, selfmade autonomy that they have 
retained in the past several decades. They do not realize 
that “Except the Lord build the house, they labor in 
vain” (Ps. 127:1). 

No diocese can be autonomous and not be in com- 
munion with its Mother Church. No diocese can be 
autonomous without the approval and permission of its 
Mother Church. No Church can be autocephalous with- 
out the approval of all the autocephalous branches of 
the Church Catholic throughout the world. The Theo- 
philite group claims to be autonomous but in actuality 
conducts its diocesan activities (that of complete inde. 
pendence from any higher authorities) in an autoceph- 
alous manner. This group is not in Communion with 
the historic ecumenical Church and is therefore merely 
a sect, a dead branch of the great living tree of Ortho- 
doxy. ‘Metropolitan’ Theophilus Pashkovsky and his 
bishops have been jon under suspension and any 
sacraments performed by them are null and void. 

Faithful laymen, led astray by the Theophilite mach- 
inations—bethink yourselves. If you wish to have the 
Faith of your fathers you will have it only if you are a 
loyal son of the Church of Christ. Pay no heed to the 
wily “‘justifications” expressed in the recent deluge of 
leaflets, fabricated by the thousands by the “Metropoli- 
tan Council,’” which make your ‘sect into the “American” 
Church. For the Orthodox Catholic Church of Christ, 





which knows not national boundaries and political 
ideologies, is calling you—she is waiting to point out 
the true path to salvation and the door of paradise.

BOOK 


Episcopi Vagantes* is a book by a clergyman of the 
Church of England in which he deals with bishops who 
with no canonical authority have intruded themselves 
into the jurisdiction of other bishops both in the United 
States and England in the last sixty years. This book 
was especially prepared for this year’s meeting of the 
Lambeth Conference of Anglican bishops in order that 
they might have the facts in the matter in the event 
that they might decide what the attitude of the Anglican 
churches should be toward such people, especially 
should they seek admittance into the Anglican Com- 
munion. The fact that the Lambeth Conference did not 
mention the subject in either its resolutions or reports 
speaks volumes. 

The matter of vagrant bishops who claim apostolic 
orders has been a constant source of irritation to the 
authorities of all regularly established churches which 
claim to possess the Apostolic Succession. Canon J. A. 
Douglas (of the Church of England) contributes a 
very interesting Forword in which he gives not only 
informative sidelights of this phenomenon and its histo- 
ry, but ventures to state that, in his opinion, episcopi 
vagantes would have become increasingly in evidence 
had it not been for the Papal Bull condemning Anglican 
orders in 1896. He feels that the Roman case against 
Anglican orders was so weakly stated by Pope Leo XIII 
that Anglicans were not tempted into dealing with 
vagrant bishops claiming apostolic orders recognized 
by Rome, What Canon Douglas fails to see apparently 
is the fact that episcopi vagantes have not become 
fewer since the famous papal bull but on the contrary 
have become so numerous that it is well nigh impossible

to keep track of them all! Mr. Brandreth in his first 
chapter gives a reasoned summary of what attitude he 
believes Anglican authorities should take toward episcopi 
vagantes and in general it is an attitude that has charac- 
terized the dealings of the Orthodox Church with these 
people. We cannot refrain from giving Mr. Brandreths 
definition of a vagrant bishop: ‘“Today a man is placed 
in this category who has, or claims to have, received 
irregular or clandestine consecration; or having been 
consecrated regularly and canonically, has been excom- 
municated by, or otherwise cut off from, the Church 
which consecrated him, and is not in communion with 
any historical Metropolitical See’’ (italics ours), This 
definition would seem to this reviewer quite adequate 
as far as it goes—but why stop there? Why “historical 
Metropolitical See?” Why not say any “historical Pat- 
riarchal See?’’ Surely Rome and Orthodoxy would 
agree here. The answer is, of course, that if our sug- 
gested definition be used, it would make a vagrant 
bishop of the Archbishop of Canterbury not to mention 
the Old Catholic Archbishop of Utrecht with whom 
most Anglican churches are in communion. As a matter 
of fact, were this latter definition to be used, it would 
clear up a certain difficult situation here in the Russian 
Church in America. It would make clear that in order 
for a bishop to be canonical and Orthodox, he must be 
in communion with a Patriarchal See—and_ possibly 
Metropolitan Theophilus Pashkovsky would see even 
more clearly the error of his ways. For obviously, ac- 
cording to this definition, Metropolitan Theophilus is 
in the same boat as Archbishop Geoffry Fisher of 
Canterbury and Msgr. Gul of Utrecht. But this is un- 
thinkable!—or is it? As a matter of fact, the group 
headed by Metropolitan Theophilus has manifested 
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many of the characteristics common to those groups 
more commonly considered as headed by episcopi vagan- 
tes—such as an excessive number of bishops, disregard 
for the disciplinary canons of the Ecumenical Councils 
—all of which inevitably, by the very nature of the case, 
leads to heresy as regards the true nature of the Church 
of Christ and Her teaching authority. 

But obviously, the author intends to deal with episcopi 
vagantes who for the most part—unlike Metropolitan 
Theophilus—while often boasting an impressive number 
of clergymen have few or no laity. It is beyond the 
purpose of this review to deal with all the episcopi 
vagantes mentioned by Mr. Brandreth but it would 
seem in order to deal with some bishops in this country 
who head organizations which would lead the average 
layman to believe that they are bishops of the Orthodox 
Church in the United States. This is, unfortunately, not 
an easy task, but for the record we will attempt to list 
as many persons who, according to our information, 
claim to be Orthodox Catholic Bishops but who are not 
in communion with any historic Patriarchal Orthodox 
See and therefore not recognized as Orthodox by canoni- 
cal authorities in the United States. 

First we must mention Metropolitan Theophilus and 
all his bishops and whose Church title significantly 
enough does not include the word Orthodox—so pos- 
sibly he should not be mentioned here. The legal title 
of incorporation of Metropolitan Theophilus’ church 
is: “The Russian Church in North America.” Another 
schismatic Russian group is the one headed by Arch- 
bishop Vitaly with several bishops but let it be said 
here in defense of Archbishop Vitaly that, unlike Met- 
ropolitan Theophilus—who considers himself the high- 
est spiritual authority for his Church, Archbishop 
Vitaly recognizes a higher spiritual authority than him- 
self—namely the so-called Synod of Munich, successor 
to the Karlovtzy Synod. Then there is Bishop Arsenios 
who is a Greek heading the “Old-Calendar Greek 
Church” as well as Archbishop John Theodorovitch who 
heads an “‘independent’’ Ukrainian Orthodox Church 
with possibly fifty thousand adherents. One last prelate, 
Bishop Joseph Klimovich of Springfield, Massachusetts, 
should be mentioned who heads a few dissident Rus- 
sian parishes—a small remnant of the “Living Church” 
schism. For some reason, despite the authors self-formu- 
lated definition of episcopi vagantes, these gentlemen 
were not included. 

The real difficulty comes when we try to list the 
number of “Americans” who have assumed the episcopal 
purple, Perhaps it would be best to follow the order 
of the author and list the men by their episcopal ‘‘pedi- 
gree” or succession. First comes the Matthew Succession. 
It may be said that, on the whole, bishops of the Mat- 
thew succession have not claimed to be Orthodox 
bishops in the usually accepted sense of the term. In 
this country the legitimate successors of Bishop Arnold 
Matthew and Bishop de Landes Berghes have preferred 
to call themselves “(Old Roman Catholic,” a situation 
for the Roman Church to concern itself with, not the 
Orthodox Church. One exception to this rule is Bishop 
Frederick L. Pyman who heads a small group of Luther- 
an Independents in California and whose organization 
is entitled: ‘The Evangelical Orthodox Church.” Brand- 


reth also lists Bishop Hubert A. Rogers of Brooklyn, 
New York, as heading a church called: “The Protestant 
Orthodox W stern Church.” We now come to a name 
well known in the history of the Old Catholic move- 
ment in the United States: Archbishop William Henry 
Francis Brothers whose organization is variously known 
as “The Old Catholic Church in America’ and “The 
Orthodox Old Catholic Church in America’ and claims 
apparently correctly to be in communion with the Maria- 
vite Church of Poland and certainly incorrectly with 
the Orthodox Archbishop of Prague. Archbishop 
Brothers, whose residence is in Woodstock, New York, 
now claims, so we are informed, that he is in com- 
munion with the Exarch of the Alexandrian Patriar- 
chate in the United States, Archbishop Christopher; it 
goes without saying that this is not true. This completes 
the list of active bishops of the Matthew succession who 
claim to be Orthodox Catholic Bishops. 

The next line of succession involves us in countless 
difficulties for the founder of this line, Msgr. Villate, 
claimed to be an Orthodox Bishop from the moment 
he was consecrated by an episcopal representative of 
the Jacobite Patriarch in South India. Since we are 
concerned with only contemporary representatives of 
the Villate succession, our task is considerably simpli- 
fied. Certainly from the numerical point of view, the 
African Orthodox Church headed by “Patriarch’’ James 
is the most important, for it probably would not be an 
exaggeration to say that there may be as many as ten 
thousand members of this Church, although we are 
informed that at the present time, the Church is serious- 
ly split by schism. The names of all the assistant bishops 
are not known to us but in addition to Patriarch James 
William Earnest, there is Archbishop C. Gordon Wol- 
cott, Bishop Robert A. Valentine, and Bishop Richard 
G. Robinson. Archbishop George A. McGuire, the 
first Patriarch of the African Orthodox Church, was 
indiscrete enough to consecrate a certain William F. Ty- 
archs who promptly founded an organization called 
“The American Catholic Orthodox Church.” Bishop 
Tyarchs is at present probably ecclesiastically inactive, 
inasmuch as he is serving a prison term for organizing 
fraudulent charities. Apparently the only other person 
claiming orders from this line of succession is Bishop 
Clement J. C. Sherwood who heads “The American 
Holy Orthodox Catholic Apostolic Eastern Church” and 
is in communion with the African Orthodox Church. 
He is reputed to have several parishes and unlike the 
African Orthodox, Bishop Sherwood apparently uses 
the usual Liturgy of St. John Chrysostom. He has con- 
secrated at least one other man, Archbishop Paul Kabil- 
kin, formerly a canonical Russian Orthodox priest. 

The next line of succession, the so-called Ferrette 
Succession, is largely confined to England although 
there is a representative of that group in this country— 
Bishop Wallace David de Ortega Maxey (formerly an 
Episcopalian clergyman) who describes himself as ‘His 
Beautitude Mar David I; Patriarch of Malaga, Apostolic 
Primate of all the Iberians, and Supreme Hierarch of 
the Catholicate of the West in America” and despite 
the fact that he claims to be Orthodox and Eastern he 
is content to call his ecclesiastical organization in this 
country: “The Apostolic Episcopal Church.” The next 
line of succession in the author’s book—the Hereford 
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succession has no representatives that we know of in 
the United States. 

For the Orthodox Church, the most embarrassing 
succession is that next mentioned, the so-called Aftimios 
succession. Although Aftimios is still living, he is not 
ecclesiastically active but not a few men who trace 
their succession to his hands are very much in evidence. 
Aftimios consecrated Ignatius Nichols and both in due 
course were duly excommunicated by the Moscow Pat- 
riarchate for having married after consecration to the 
episcopate. Unlike Aftimios, Nichols remained active 
and drifted from one church group to another, consec- 
rating several men on the way. Since this succession is 
“closest home” for the Orthodox Church in this coun- 
try, we will attempt to go into some detail as regards 
the ecclesiastical offspring of Bishop Nichols. There 
now exist two independent churches as a result of 
Bishop Nichols’ efforts. One is “The Holy Orthodox 
Church in America (Eastern Catholic and Apostolic)” 
which today boasts of five bishops, approximately four 
priests, and possibly two hundred people. The present 
presiding prelate—Archbishop of this group is Arch- 
bishop James R. C. Toombs and his assistant bishops 
are Bishop Henry Van Arsdale Parsell (Ireneus), Bish- 
op Stanislaus Witowski (Theodotus), Bishop Marcus 
A. Grover (Patricius), and Bishop Karol Zeblo (Ele- 
lus). The first primate of this church, a George 
Winslow Plummer, was a well-known leader of a 
Rosicrucian society but his successor does not seem to 
take quite as active an interest in this pseudo-mystical 
cult. While this church follows in general the “Eastern 
Rite’’ or the so-called ‘Byzantine Rite,’ they have 
abbreviated and reformed it in accordance with their 
particular tastes. They have a chapel on West 69th St. 
in New York City called the “Cathedral of Our Sav- 
iour,” as well as chapels in Chicago, Toronto, Birming- 
ham, Alabama, and an additional chapel in New York 
City. The other Church group is one that describes it- 
self as “The American Patriarchal Orthodox Church” 
(not the North American Orthodox Church as Brand- 
reth has it) and is headed by Bishop Alexander T. Tur- 
ner. The distinctive feature of this church is that it 
follows the “Western Rite” in English and boasts of a 
chapel in Mount’ Vernon near New York City entitled: 
“The Orthodox Catholic Church of the Divine Wis- 
dom.” Bishop Alexander is the only member of this 
group in episcopal orders and heads in addition “The 
Society of Clerks Secular of Saint Basil’ which claims 
to be the Orthodox Catholic mission to Western peeple. 
Bishop Alexander has possibly half a dozen clergymen 
and hardly more than three score members. Bishops of 
both these Churches are distinguished by the fact that 
like their consecrators, they refuse to recognize as bind- 
ifig the disciplinary canons of the Ecumenical Councils 
and éspecially as regards a married ep‘sopate. Perhaps 
the chief significance of these groups lies in the fact 
that occasionally people attracted to Orthodoxy through 
such groups:finally enter one of the canonical Orthodox 
jurisdictions in’this country. Four other men claim to 
be in the Ignatian line of succession: Bishop Ambrosius 
(Maitland A. Raines) later reportedly consecrated anew 
in Russia by some “Living Church” bishops; Frank 
Dyer, J. Morrison Thomas, and Preston Bradley, all 
Protestant ministers complete the list, but with the pos- 


sible exception of Bishop Ambrosius (who we under- 
stand no longer functions ecclesiastically), none of the 
last named bishops represent themselves as being Ortho- 
dox bishops. 

In concluding this list of episcopi vagantes claiming 
to be Orthodox bishops, we must include Bishop An- 
thony J. Aneed of San Francisco, California who claims 
Uniate-Melkite orders and while heading the “Byzan- 
tine American Church’ also calls himself: ‘Patriarch- 
President, Federated Independent and Catholic Ortho- 
dox Churches.’” We are informed that he does control 
a very few dissident Syrian parishes. Bishop Aneed, 
whose consecration is not recognized by the Roman 
Catholic Church, is working in some sort of an ar- 
rangement with several Old Catholic bishops on the 
West Coast and also with Henry J. Kleefisch who ac- 
cording to Brandreth “claims to have been consecrated 
in 1918 at Harbin by Archbishop Sergius, later Patri- 
arch of Moscow, and two other fugitive bishops, under 
a ‘Canon of Necessity.’ He later migrated to America 
and is now a practicing lawyer in San Francisco. He is 
an apostle of what is called, in America, ‘The Truth 
Movement,’ which appears to be a degenerate type of 
Theosophy.’” We know nothing of him or of his claims 
other than that just given. One other man we know 
nothing of is Bishop Stefan Boros of New York City 
who, according to the author, claims to be a Bishop of 
the “Hungarian Greek Catholic Church” subject to 
Archbishop Stephen T. de Nemeth, head of the “Greek 
Oriental Hungarian Orthodox Church.” A prelate who 
recently passed away, Archbishop Brooks, is the last 
person to demand our attention. In his last years he 
was associated with the group headed by Bishop Wal- 
lace Maxey and claimed to have seven thousand mem- 
bers. However much one may question these figures, it 
is certain that he was pastor of a Protestant congrega- 
tion near Near York City but no one seems to know 
just what sort of a liturgy was employed at this church. 
He leaves in the United States at least two men who 
have been consecrated by him in the ‘““Chaldean-Uniate”’ 
succession: Bishops William C. Keller and Harold F. 
Jarvis. For some unfathomable reason, this organization 
(The Apostolic Episcopal Church), together with “The 
Holy Orthodox Church in America (Eastern Catholic 
and Apostolic)” and “The American Holy Orthodox 
Catholic Apostolic Eastern Church’ were listed in the 
official United States Census of 1936 under the general 
heading of ‘Eastern Orthodox Churches.” 

We have reviewed this book in some detail from an 
Orthodox point of view, because, while we feel “Epis- 
copi Vagantes” is an interesting book, it is not one 
which is likely to find its way into the library of the 
average Orthodox priest or layman. Mr. Brandreth has 
performed an admirable service and although there are 
some inevitable errors both factually and (we believe) 
in his general appraisal of the situation here in America 
concerning the various Old Catholic groups, yet on the 
whole the author has accomplished an amazing feat on 
a subject many people have termed as “impossible” of 
accurate treatment. We are grateful to Mr. Brandreth 
for his work and hope that from time to time he will 
see fit to republish his little book with the necessary 
corrections and (we fear) many additions to the list 
of “Episcopi vagantes.” Semeon S. Bogoslovsky
